2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Kuhn teaches an 
integrated circuit device containing a memory area comprised of a data memory and a 
program memory. Kuhn teaches a randomized multithreading and duplicating memory. 
Kuhn does not teach 

"a program having N code blocks, N being an integer greater than 1, characterized in that 
same memory area has M replicas, M being an integer greater than 1, of x program code 
blocks , x being an integer comprised between 1 and N wherein said replicas reside at 
different addresses within said memory area, and in that said device coprises selection 
means for randomly selecting one replica of at least one of the x blocks as a block replica 
to be used when executing said program," 

Claims 2-4, and 6-10 are allowable over the current art of record.
